Wilmington native Tom Barry 
received the Boy Scout of 
America's prestigious National 
Honor Award for Heroism. The

Testifies before U.S. Senate on Social Security Fairness Act

WASHINGTON, D.C, : 
Wilmington School Committee

New book details the failed mission to rescue Wilmington’s son

WILMINGTON - Like sister 
towns and cities across 
America, Wilmington has 
raised and educated genera- 
tions of fine young men and 
women who have served their 
country and their community 
wearing the uniform of a sol- 
dier, sailor, Marine or airman. 
Our nation's future depends on 
their loyal, dedicated service- 
sometimes at the risk of their 
own lives. When capture or 
death results from their being 
in “harms way,” they know that 
U.S. government policy for its 
military members states that, 
“if they become missing from 
their units, are captured, or die 
while serving our Nation in 
combat, every effort will be 
made to see they are recovered 
and returned with all the digni- 
ty and honor they deserve.” 

Sadly, one Wilmington family 
has been waiting for our gov- 
ernment to return one of our 
heroes with dignity and honor 
for over 55 years. Although the 
site of Ensign Ron Eaton's 
death in North Korea was well 
documented, no requests to the 
North Korean government for 
permission to search have been 
niade. In fact, the U.S. govern- 
nient cut off discussions with 
the North Korean government 
regarding search locations over 
two years ago. Although 66 
field searches were conducted 
from 1996-2005 with many sets 


of remains being repatriated, 
no field searches in North 


Ensign Ronald Eaton was 


killed in Korea. His family 
is still waiting to bring him 
home. 


Korea have been requested 
since 2005. The government, in 
effect, has adopted a “don't 
ask, don't search” policy for the 
remains of Korean War KIA's. 
For the family of Ensign 
Ronald Dow Eaton, USN from 
Wilmington, and for the family 
of Captain Wayne Lear, USAF 
from Santa Ana, California, the 
anguish and sense of loss has 
stretched out since the Korean 
War - for over 55 years. 


Although decidedly a difficult 
welcome home, both families 
yearn for the moment that they 
and those who knew and loved 
these outstanding young men, 
can finally inter the remains 
and at last put closure to their 
indescribable loss. 

For over half a century, the 
Eaton family has appealed in 
vain to a variety of government 
officials and agencies in hopes 
that they would intervene and 
bring their hero, Ron Eaton, 
home where he belongs. In the 
Fifties, the Eaton family built 
an impressive monument to his 
memory at the corner of Main 
Street and Glen Road (next to 
the family home). While it 
serves as a poignant reminder 
of the loss, it does not give the 
family - or the community - the 
comfort they seek. They des- 
perately want to know that the 
remains of their Ron are rest- 
ing at peace in a grave where 
the family - and the community 
that raised him - can visit and 
honor his memory. Eaton's 
family asked the government 
for a memorial, but they were 
refused because they did not 


_have Eaton's remains. 


From coast to coast in the 
United States the hearts of 
these families have been joined, 
just as the bodies of their 
heroes have likely been joined 
in a makeshift grave in a coun-

Wilmington mourns the 
loss of a great friend 


Longtime Town Manager, Sterling Morris, passes at 82

WILMINGTON - In January 
1945, when he was 19 years old, 


Sterling, during World War II : 


Sterling Morris was shot down 
and taken prisoner by the 
Japanese. World War II was 
nearing its end, but it wasn't 
over yet. He was a staff 
sergeant in the Army Air 
Force, serving as a turret gun- 
ner and flight engineer on a B- 
24 heavy bomber. On 
Valentine’s Day, 1945, his 20th 
birthday, he was a prisoner of 
war in Japan. After six weeks, 
Morris managed to escape and 
was found by Russian soldiers. 

He made his way across 
Siberia and Russia by train. At 
one point, he contracted malar- 
ia, and spent three months 
recovering. Six months after 
the downing of the B-24, on 
June 30, he was picked up by 
American forces in Tehran, 
Iran. The war had ended in 
Europe. Six weeks later, Japan 
surrendered. 

After the war, while in college, 
he enrolled in the Reserve 
Officer Training Corps 
(ROTC), and became a reserve 
officer. In fact, he was an offi- 
cer in the Army Reserves the 
entire time he was town man- 
ager of Wilmington. He retired 
from the Reserves as a major 


in 1985. 

With such a background, one 
might expect that people would 
remember him for a military 
bearing in his position in the 
town hall. 

But Morris, who died last 
Thursday at age 82, is remem- 
bered as someone who was 
very pleasant to work with. 

Jim Miceli was Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen when 
Morris was hired. He said 
Morris' greatest accomplish- 
ment was to get the Board of 


At the Manager’s desk, 
during the 1970’s 


Selectmen working together. 
Prior to Morris, town managers 
lasted about two or three years. 
Morris held the post for 14 
years, from 1967 to 1981 

“He was always a pleasure to 
work with,” said Miceli, who 
was on the board for ten years 
during Morris' tenure. “The 
door was always open. He 
never got riled. He was unflap- 
pable.” 

Morris had the ability to 
remain in command of most 
any discussion. 

“It was hard to throw things 
he hadn't seen before,” said 
“Buzz” Stapezynski, now the 
town manager of Andover. 
Stapezynski was the assistant 
town manager under Morris, 


and succeeded him as town 
manager of Wilmington. 

Morris was an expert in run. 
ning a budget, in negotiating 
and management. But he had a 
knack for the interpersonal and 
the politics, Stapezynski said 

“He was a wonderful mentor, 
Stapezynski said 

Bob Palmer was superinten 
dent of the Dept. of Public 
Works under Morris, who told 
him, “If you come in, don't just 
bring a problem. Give me three 
solutions to the problem.” 

Morris also told him not to be 
afraid of making a mistake, but 
don't make the same mistake 
twice. 

“He was a great guy to work 
for,” said Palmer. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
delivered a eulogy at a memor- 
ial service for Morris on 
Monday night. Caira was a 
selectmen in the early 1970s. 

“He was a professional com- 
mitted to the principles of 
sound fiscal management and

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
resident Robert Roberge Jr. has 
published his first novel, a mys- 
tery-thriller entitled Intentional 
Take.

of Veterans Day 

Veterans Da formerly 
known as Armistic , Was 
originally set as S. legal 
holiday to honor the end of 
World War I, which officially 
took place on November 1, 
1918, In legislation that was 

ssed in 1938, November 11 
dedicated to the cause of 
» and to be here- 
ated and known as 

‘Armistice Day.'” As such, this 
new legal holiday honored 
World War I veterans. 

In 1954, after having been 
through both World War II and 
the Korean War, the 83rd U.S. 
Congress - at the urging of the 
veterans service organizations 

amended the Act of 1938 by 
striking out the — word 

“Armistice” and inserting the 
word pterans.” With the 
approval of this legislation on 
June 1, 1954, Nov. 11 became a 
day to honor American veter- 
ans of all wars. 

In 1968, the Uniforms Holiday 
Bill ensured three-day week- 
ends for federal employees by 
celebrating four national holi- 
days on Mondays 
Washington's 
Memorial Day, Veterans Day, 
and Columbus Day. Under this 
bill, Veterans Day was moved 
to the last Monday of October. 
Many states did not agree with 
this decision and continued to 


celebrate the holiday on its 
original date. The first 
Veterans Day under the new 
law was observed with much 
confusion on Oct. 25, 1971. 

Finally on September 20, 
1975, President Gerald R. Ford 
signed a law which returned 
the annual observance of 
Veterans Day to its original 
date of Nov. 11, beginning in 
1978. Since then, the Veterans 
Day holiday has been observed 
on Nov. 11

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In memory of Sterling Morris 
Tribute by Michael A. Caira, Wilmington Town Manager 


(editor's note: the following 
is the text of a touching eulo- 
gy delivered by Michael Caira 
during memorial services for 
Sterling Morris. Upon request 
by the Town Crier, Mr. Caira 
consented to have it pub- 
lished.) 

It is a privilege to have been 
asked to say a few words about 
Sterling. To my dear friend 
Patty and to Sterling's beloved 
family, we all join you in 
mourning a life lost while cele- 
brating a life lived. And for all 
of us who knew him, it was a 
remarkable life. 

His journey began in a small 
town in Maine on St. 
Valentine's Day and came to a 
peaceful end in his adopted 
hometown of Wilmington on 
All Saint's Day. Typical 
Sterling, timing was every- 
thing. 

He entered military service 
prior to attaining his 
Bachelor's Degree from the 
University of Maine. Barely 20 
years old, the bomber in which 
he flew as gunner and flight 
engineer was shot down and 
Sterling was taken captive by 
the Japanese. He was listed as 
Missing in Action for six 
months. After six weeks as a 
prisoner of war, he managed to 
escape his captors and for the 
next 18 weeks, with the help of 
Russian soldiers, the deter- 
mined young soldier coura- 
geously fought for his freedom 
through an underground jour- 
ney through Russia and into 
Iran where he was met by U.S. 
soldiers and flown back to 
American soil. 

You would probably agree 
that those same survival 
instincts served him well dur- 
ing his illustrious tenure as 
Wilmington's Town Manager. 

Sterling took his first Town 
Manager's position at the age 
of 30. He served in Warren and 
then Camden, Maine before 
accepting a position in St. 
Alban's, Vermont in 1960. In 
1967, the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted 4 to 0, with 
one abstention to appoint

- $14,000 - was 3 to 2. 
Some things never change. 

For the next 14 years Sterling 
served this community with 
distinction and integrity. He 
was a professional committed 
to the principles of sound fiscal 
management and responsive 
government. He understood 
politics, but was not influenced 
by political whim. He did what 
was right, regardless of the 
obstacles tossed in his path. 
He demonstrated to the com- 
munity that the Town Charter - 
founded on the principles of 
professional government - 
could work. Sterling's tenure 
captured the essence of profes- 
sional management, invigorat- 
ed Town government and rede- 
fined the dynamic between the 
Town Manager and those that 
mattered the most, the resi- 
dents. 

I was fortunate to serve on 
the Board of Selectmen in the 
early seventies while Sterling 
was Town Manager. I brought 
no preconceptions to the posi- 
tion. I was less than a year out 
of Boston College, working on 
Governor Sargent's staff and 
looking to build a political 
résumé. After three years I 
concluded that being a 
Selectman was okay - but not 
so okay that I wanted to run for 
re-election. Town Manager - 
now that wasn't a bad job. 

I watched Sterling Morris 
govern during those three 
years and learned to appreci- 
ate his intellect, his negotiat- 
ing skills and his budgetary 
prowess. But upon reflection, 
what was even more impres- 
sive to me was his civility, his 
grace under fire, his even 
handedness. He was unflap- 
pable. 

Envision Sterling with me, if 
you would. Look right at him. 
Do you recognize the expres- 
sion on his face? It could mean 
anything! Grant you it varied 
a little, sometimes the twinkle 
was a bit more pronounced or 


A tragedy hits home 


Dear Editor: 
During the early 
hours of Wednesday, October 24, 


morning 


an intruder broke into the 
home of my cousins, 
Christopher and Bryan 
Barbaro, of Winchester, MA. 
‘The individual y med with 
«1 gun and was there to steal 
items that he knew to be kept in 
the home, I believe that it was 
his intent to leave no survivors. 


2007, 


same morning. His “prother, 
Bryan, fought off the attacker in 
an effort to save his brother's 
life, but was shot in the chest for 
his efforts, In spite of his 
wound, he managed to chase the 
perpetrator from the house and 
to call 911 for help. 

A suspect was later identified 
as 30-year old Wally Jacques 
Simon of Medford, MA 

Over the past couple of weeks, 
this story has been extensively 
reported on by the media and 
has even gained the attention of 
international news. 

Chris, Bryan and their siblings 
are my closest cousins. I grew 
up with them being my babysit- 
ters, my protectors and my 
brothers. Our relationship has 
stayed that strong all of our 
live To articulate just how 
devastating this event is to the 
family is beyond words, as it is 
beyond understanding. I want 
to say thank you to all of those 
who express their sympathy and 
offer kind words. Thank you 
for thinking about them, and 
about my family, please keep us 


faith in the law and the justice 
system; they've done a great job 
with everything so far. Thank 
you to the itual community 
who have said prayers and held 
Mass for Chris, and thank you to 
the emergency workers and 
healthcare professionals who 
have treated my cousins and 
family with respect, compassion 
and kindness in these darkest of 
days. 

Charges have been filed 
against Simon, and more 
charges may soon be added. 
Prosecutors are moving ahead 
with caution, and wisely so, in 
order to avoid potential legal 
loopholes that could lead to his 
felease. 


This was an intolerable, unfor- 
giveable, illegal act that was, I 
believe, perpetrated by this evil 
waste of human life for simple 
material gain. The only mis- 
take that my cousins made in 
dealing with this person, who 
was known to them, was to 
believe that he was a decent 
human being deserved of kind- 
ness. 

It doesn't matter where you 
live, this can happen anywhere, 
at anytime, when repeat-violent 
offenders are allowed to live 
among peaceful, trusting, good 
people. Simon is known to be a 
dangerous individual His 
detached, smug, defiant atti- 
tude; as if he jot a care in 
the world, is evident. He has 
hate in his eyes, and an evil 
soul. It is vitally important that 
he never be released to inflict 
such misery on another family. 

I believe that my cousins were 
the latest victims of Wally 
Simon, but they were, by no 
means, the first. Some of the

At the time of the home inva- 
sion and shooting, Simon was 
free on personal recognizance in 
connection to seven firearms- 
related charges pending in 
Middlesex Superior Court. 
Simon submitted pleas of not 
guilty during his previous 
arraignment, April 20, 2007, and 
was released pending trial. He 
was scheduled to face a jury on 
January 7, 2008. 

As the online newspaper arti- 
cle mentions, there has been 
plenty of reason to keep this 
loathsome creature behind bars 

- according to the Woburn Daily 
Times, he's been known to law 
enforcement as a violent offend- 
er since 1995. And yet he was 
allowed to enjoy freedom while 
my cousin Chris, an unarmed, 
disabled man, was killed; and 
my cousin Bryan was critically 
injured. 

Regrettably, my cousins had 
no knowledge of Simon's crimi- 
nal activities. My cousin Bryan 


needed a job. 
According to the Woburn Daily 


Times, Simon is a Haitian 
native and permanent U.S. resi- 
dent. Why has he been allowed 
to reside in this country when 
violent crimes have been 
repeatedly lodged against him 
for more than a decade? 

Thank God Massachusetts is 
one of the few US states with a 
home invasion statute. Home 
invasion can be committed 
when a person enters a home 
that is occupied by another per- 
son without permission to inten- 
tionally commit a crime. A per- 
son can even be arrested for 
home invasion by merely threat- 
ening to commit this crime. 

Somehow, as great as this is, 
it's not enough. How can we 
feel safe when a man like Wally 
Simon has been allowed to walk 
around free for so long? I've 
had reason to feel unsafe in the 
outside world, but I don't want 
to feel unsafe in my own home, 
and I really feel that now. 

Legislation needs to be created 
to protect the law abiding, good 
citizens just trying to mind their 
own business and live in peace. 
The judicial system needs to put 
known violent offenders in 
prison for long periods of time 
so that good people like my fam- 
ily don't ever have to endure 
this kind of tragedy again. If 
Wally Simon gets back on the 
street, who will be his next tar- 
get? You? Me? People like that 
don't care about the “where” or 


the “who,” it's what they feel 
they can get, and if that means 
killing you to do it, it's nothing 
to them. How many people have 
to be injured or killed before 
something is done? 

As devastating as this is, I'm 
determined not to allow this evil 
act to break my spirit. I intend 
on moving forward in a positive 
direction, and in a direction that 
I hope can make a difference. 
I'm scheduled to meet with 
State Representative Jim Miceli 
at the State House in November 
to discuss an unrelated issue, 
but I do intend to use some of 
that time to discuss stricter 
enforcement and confinement 
for known repeat violent offend- 
ers, and eliminating loopholes 
that allow these people on the 
streets of the Commonwealth. 

I pray that Bryan heals quick- 
ly. Christopher, Mighty Heart, 
Mighty Spirit, Semper Fi - you 
have served your country and 
now in the shadow of our 
Veterans' Day remembrances, 
it's time that this country and 
this state serves you by doing 
the right thing to make sure that 
these horrible nightmarish 
events never, ever happen 
again. Justice belongs to you 
and our family, not the crimi- 
nals.

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the grin was a fraction larger 
and sometimes that delibera- 
tive pause seemed to take for- 
ever. But in the end what he 
had to say was genuine, 
grounded in logic, steeped in 
honesty and delivered with 
politeness. 

Sterling was charming. He 
was a gregarious and generous 
host in the days when 
Selectmen and the Town 
Manager could break bread 
without somebody filing an 
open meeting violation.

My Dad was a Selectman and 
Buzz knew of my Wilmington 
connection so he called me to 
inquire about the job. I called 
Sterling who told me he had 
ranked the candidates and 
planned on interviewing the 
first 8 or 10. He said Buzz was 
tied for 27th. I said if you could 
see your way clear to talk to 
him, I think you'd like him. 

After he interviewed Buzz, he 
called me. He told me he liked 
him a lot. Thought he could 
grow into the job but there was 
one problem. I said what's 
that? He said he's got to shave 
that God-awful beard. Do you 
think Bobby Palmer's gonna 
pay attention to some bearded 
kid. (Sterling called him 
Bobby). I wasn't sure if he 
was serious but I did relay the 
message to Buzz. 

For Buzz and for me and for 
countless other Wilmington 
officials and employees, 
Sterling was a valued mentor 
and a trusted friend. His 
grandsons can especially be 
proud of the impact he had on 
his country and on the commu- 
nities he so ably served. 

We stayed in touch over these 
past many years. And if you 
knew Sterling, staying in touch 
is a literal phrase. His visits to 
my office were special. He

Sterling truly lived and died 
his way and so it is only fitting 
to close with Sterling's own 
words since anything I coyld 
offer would only pale in com- 
parison. In his last Annual 
Report to the citizens of 
Wilmington he wrote: 

The underlying principle 
upon which I based the root of 
good government and good 
management was to equitably 
distribute the tax burden and 
to efficiently spend the tax dol- 
lar. My interest in our form of 
government stemmed from a 
World War II experience when 
1 lost, for a time, the right of 
freedom and disco first 
hand the value of living free 
and enjoying the advantages of 
our democratic way of life. 

He went on to write: 

It has been my pleasure for 
the past fourteen years to 
serve the people of the Town of 
Wilmington as town manager. 
As I recently indicated to the 
Board of Selectmen in a letter 
of resignation, it is my opinion 
that we have through the years 
accomplished a great deal in 
many unrelated fields in local 
government, and the primary 
goal that I wanted to achieve 
was to provide professionalism 
and stability in the manage- 
ment of municipal affairs in 
the community. I feel that the 
mission has been accom- 
plished. 

For all of us Sterling, the 
pleasure was ours. Thomas 
Campbell wrote “To lie in 
hearts we leave behind is not to 
die”. Sterling my friend, on 
behalf of a grateful community

Family owned the Harnden Tavern for 125 years

Dorothy A. Magliano

There are many old stories of 
the Harnden Tavern and the 
Brown family. The person who 
saved those stories was Alice 
Dillaway. 

Mrs. Dillaway was descended 
from Dr. Silas Brown, who 
bought the tavern in 1818, and 
whose family owned the historic 
home for 125 years. 

Alice H. Dillaway died on Oct. 
29 at a nursing home in 
Vermont. She was 95. 

She was born in Wilmington on 
March 20, 1912, the daughter of 
John and Sarah Hathaway. Mr. 
Hathaway, an attorney, was the 
son of Francis and Maria 
(Brown) Hathaway, who in 1902 
bought the Harnden Tavern 
from Silas Brown, Jr., and 
renamed it Ridgefield Farm. 
For many years the house was 
known as the Maria Hathaway 
house. 

Mrs. Dillaway as a child lived 
in the tavern for 11 years. Much 
later, she wrote a family history, 
which she called Harnden 
Tavern Tales. It was she who 
asserted that the tavern was 
constructed in 1770, not 1795. 
She said her father had 
searched the real estate records. 
Also, she said she had seen a 
chalk mark 1770 on a rafter in 
the attic 

When Capt. Larz Neilson 
would write a story about the 
Harnden Tavern, he would 
sometimes receive a letter from

Mrs. Dillaway, correcting or 
clarifying a point in the story. 

Following her graduation from 
Wilmington High School, she 
attended Radcliffe College, now 
part of Harvard University, 
graduating in 1932. She trained 
as a school teacher. 

She was active in the Radcliffe 
alumni organization, and in the 
Swedenborgian Church in 
Cambridge. The Browns had 
become Swedenborgians long 
before the Civil War. 

In 1940, she married Manson 
Dillaway. The wedding took 
place at the Harnden Tavern. 
The couple first made their 
home in Lexington, then in 
Waltham. Mrs. Dillaway was 
employed as an_ insurance 
adjuster. 

She is survived by her daugh- 
ter, Charlotte Hagos and her 
husband, Afework of South 
Hero, Vermont, and two grand- 
children, Zeryai and Zufan. 
Manson Dillaway died in 1977. 

A memorial service was held 
on Saturday at the 
Swedenborgian Church in 
Cambridge. Bruial took place in 
Mount Hope Cemetery, 
Mattapan.

WILMINGTON When 
Sterling C. Morris arrived in 
Wilmington in 1967, Wavie Drew 
and Charlie 
Black were still 
on the Board of 
Selectmen. Jim 
Miceli was the newest member 
of the board. And Lyndon 
Johnson was in the White 


House. 
Retired Town Manager 
Sterling Morris died on 


Thursday evening at age 82 at 
the Woodbriar Nursing Home in 
Wilmington. 

Prior to his hiring, the town 
manager's office had a revolv- 
ing door. The previous three 
town managers each stayed 
only about two years. Sterling 
Morris stopped that revolving 
door, holding the job for 14 
years. 

Morris had 12 years experi- 
ence as a municipal manager 
and an impressive military 
background. He had been town 
or city manager in Warren, 
Maine, Camden, Maine and St. 
Albans, Vermont. 

In World War II, he enlisted in 
the U.S. Army Air Force and 
became a turret gunner and 
flight engineer on a B-24 heavy 
bomber. In a B-24, the turret 
gunner sat in the nose of the 
plane, a sitting duck. In early 
1945, his plane was shot down 
and he was taken prisoner by 
the Japanese. Six weeks later, 
he escaped, and was picked up

Dennis contributed to Social 
Security for more than 30 years.

Fortunately, 
Dennis never knew that I would 
not be able to collect one penny of 
his Social Security benefits as his 
spouse.” 

Mrs. Kane would have collected 
an estimated $1000 each month 
after her husband's death if she 
had not been a public employee 
and limited by the GPO. 

Unfortunately, Kane is but one 
of many who have found them- 
selves in this same financial situ 
ation in which, because of GPO 
and/or WEP, they did not receive 
the Social Security benefits that 
had been planning on 

‘The more | get involved in this 
issue, the more I learn just how 
many women are hurt by these 
two provisions,” Kane said of the 
GPO and the WEP. “People are 
shocked when they discover at 


retirement age, when it is too 
late, that Social Security is not 
going to be available to them.” 
“This is an issue of fairness,” 
she added. “My husband worked 
hard and paid into the Social 
Security system for many years, 
i my family never saw a dol- 


"ba behalf of all Massachusetts 
Teachers Association members, 
Kane urged the committee and 
Congress to enact S. 206. “Please 
do not continue to penalize those 
of us who have dedicated our 
lives to public service and to edu- 
cating public school students,” 
she said. 

Senator Kerry said, “I am 
happy to have Peggy Kane here 
in Washington today. Her experi- 
ence mirrors that of many other 
retired public servants in 
Massachusetts - not just teachers 
but also police, firefighters, and 
state and local government 
employees.” 

There are now more than 50,000 
petitions from people affected by 
GPO and WEP. The Social 
Security Fairness Act of 2007 now 
has more than 300 sponsors in the 
House and over 30 sponsors in the 
Senate. The Senate version is 
sponsored by Senators Dianne 
Feinstein (D-California) and 
Susan Collins (R-Maine). The 
House bill is sponsored by Reps. 
Howard Berman (D-California) 
and Howard McKeon (R- 
California). 

Kane said supporters are con- 
tinuously reintroducing the Social 
Security Fairness Act and that 
more senators are signing up 
each time it is introduced. What 
makes this time different is that 
they have never had someone on 
a committee that could get it to a 
hearing until now. She said that 
Massachusetts's legislators have 
signed on every time and finally 
Kerry was in a position to get a 
hearing. 

The hearing, Kerry _ said, 
marked “the beginning of an 
important national discussion 
about fairness, and about how we 
must keep faith with the public 
servants who keep America 
strong.”

+ Their father Rick is a trained 
life guard and also knew the 
importance of stabilizing his 
son. 

“He said he couldn't feel his 
arms and legs, and he was hav- 
ing trouble breathing,” recalled 
Rick. “While I stayed with him, 
‘Tom swam across the channel 
and alerted my wife. As she 
went to help us, Tom continued 
running to the cottage to call 
911. Then he swam all the way 
back again to help with 
Michael.” 

The cool ocean temperature 
helped to keep the swelling 
down and the natural buoyancy 
of the water was able to keep 
the pressure off his spine. 
Michael's position in the water 
also enabled the rescue person- 
nel to float the backboard 
underneath before moving him. 

Michael's aunt, also named 
Kathy, holds a doctorate in 
physical therapy and was able 
to assist during the crisis. 

The Newburyport Harbor 
Patrol craft transported 
Michael back to the Plum 
Island Pier where an ambu- 
lance was waiting. He was then 
taken to Anna Jacques Hospital 
in Newburyport before being 
flown to Brigham and Women's 
Hospital. 

That night doctors replaced 
the seventh vertebrae with a 
bone graft and then inserted 
pins to hold the fifth through 
eighth vertebrae together. 
Michael underwent therapy 
with his aunt, and over a year 


Bring Ron Eaton home 
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almost long-forgotten by the 
average citizen. 


Author ‘Tracy D. Connors 
recently published the book 
Baited Trap, the Ambush of 


Mission 1890, which details the 
lives and heroism of the three 
brave servicemen who lost their 
lives during rescue Mission 1890 
in the Korean War. Connors high- 
lights the issue of families still 
waiting for the governments of 
the United States of America and 
North Korea to co-operate and 
bring the remains of that war's 
Killed In Action's (KIA) home to 
their families. 

In his book, Connors chronicles 
their lives and the s leading 
up to the rescue mission, details 
three extraordinary attempts 
under heavy enemy fire - to extri- 
cate Eaton from where he wi 
hiding on the side of a mountain, 
and relates what happened after- 
wards. Connors then follows the 
families of those heroes into the 
world of the “missing in action, 
presumed alive” bureaucracy, the 
relationships they formed, and 
the excruciating pain and hard- 
ships they have all endured 

Connors empathy for those fam- 
ilies is heightened by the fact that 
his beloved uncle, Ist Lt. Archie 
Connors, flying an F-51 Mustang 
escort aircraft, sacrificed his life 
in a futile effort to rescue Lear, 
Holloway and Eaton after their 
helicopter was shot down. 
Connors is passionate about 
assisting those families and res- 
cuing them from the cruel set of 
circumstances that has kept them 
in limbo since the Korean War. 
Hopefully, Connors will now have 
an opportunity to complete the 
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rescue mission (though with a 
cruel twist) that his dear uncle, 
Archie, gave his life for - to bring 
Ensign Eaton home. 

Speaking about information 
provided in his book, Connors 
recalls, “Ron Eaton was a brave, 
young Navy pilot who, on 
Wednesday, June 25th, was 
shot down while on a close air 
support mission for UN troops 
south of Wonson, North Korea. 
‘The attempt to extract Ron Eaton 
from behind enemy lines precipi- 
tated Mission 1890, the deadliest 
helicopter rescue mission of the 
Korean War. My uncle, Archie 
Connors, was a Mustang fighter- 
bomber pilot with the 18th 
Fighter-Bomber Wing who flew 
as cover for the H-5 helicopter 
from the Third Air Rescue 
Squadron sent to pick up Ensign 
Eaton. The title is derived from 
the fact that the Chinese (who 
controlled that area of North 
Korea at that time) knew exactly 
where Eaton was and could have 
captured him at any time. 
However, they knew that an 
American rescue mission would 
come for him. By delaying Ron 
Eaton's capture, he essentially 
served as their bait for a trap 
that would threaten all of the 
planes involved.” 

Connors continues, “My goal, 
working with the families, is to 
have our government show as 
much dedication and commit- 
ment to repatriating the remains 
of our lost in action servicemen 
and women, as these brave men 
and women did in performing 
duties so hazardous that they lost 
their lives.” The question being 
asked by all the families of 
Korean War KIA/MIA service 
members, Connors points out, is 
“when will our government put 
real meaning behind a currently 
empty promise to our Korean 
War KIA servicemen? When will 
Korean War searches be resumed 
so that the families, now increas- 
ingly elderly, can find closure? 
Surely it adds to the suffering 
endured by these families, who 
know where their loved ones are 
buried, when they realize that our 
government is not placing a high 
—_ priority on efforts to 

bring our Korean War KIA's 
home with the ‘dignity and honor’ 
they deserve.” st Lieutenant 
Archie Connors' remains were 
repatriated during Operation 
Glory in 1955. 

“| ‘started out writing Baited 
Trap because I wanted to find out 
what happened to my uncle,” 
Connors said. “The information 
about the rescue mission had 
remained classified for 20 years. 
What I learned over the years 
about these fine young men and 
their families had a powerful 


effect on me, Frankly, there were 
many tears shed while research- 
ing and writing Baited Trap, by 
the families and by me, because 
the information we were sharing 
was truly soul searing. Yet, pre- 
serving the memories of Ron, 
Wayne and Archie, is worth it. 
One of the letters from the 
bureau of personnel noted that 
‘their sacrifice would long be 
remembered by a_ grateful 
nation.’ But that sentiment will 
not be true if new generations 
don't understand what happened 
and why their story is just a rele- 
vant today as it was when it hap- 
pened. Without knowing Ron, 
Wayne, Archie~and their wives 
and sweethearts—we won't under- 
stand the magnitude of their loss 
to their families and to their com- 
munities. We will forever be deal- 
ing with the 'what might have 
beens’ of their lives, as we do 
about the lives of any of our brave 
young men and women at risk 
today. To understand their sacri- 
fice, we must know them and 
their families, as real people. 
That's what Baited Trap 
attempts to do.” 

A portion of the proceeds from 
Baited Trap will be allocated to 
several nonprofit organizations 
close to the families involved. 
The Eaton Family recommended 
the Walter Reed Soldiers and 
Family Fund.

The Eaton family is symbolic of 
too many other families who are 
left wondering why the powers- 
that-be in Washington are not 
making it more of a national pri- 
ority to bring the remains of our 
heroes home from the Korean 
War. 

Ensign Ron Eaton's family and 
Captain Wayne Lear's family 
need assistance from across the 
nation to urge our government to 
act promptly and bring Ron 
Eaton, Wayne Lear, and so many 
other heroes home to finally rest 
in peace in the land they fought 
so valiantly for. 

They respectfully request that 
family members of brave service 
men and women (past and pre- 
sent) contact their respective 
Members of Congress to request 
that discussions be resumed with 
the government of North Korea. 

Connors explains, “The govern- 
ment needs to put the well-docu- 


mented Lear-Eaton crash loca-. 


tion south of Wonson on the table 
and ask North Korea, 'Can we go 
to that site?” Airman Bobby 
Holloway, after finally being cap- 
tured three days later, was 
returned to the crash site where 
he saw a mound of dirt beside the 
brush-camouflaged _ helicopter 


later his condition has 
improved immensely. 

“He's doing very well. He was 
in physical therapy and rehah 
for just over a year, but they 
stopped when he was ready tq 
go to college,” explained Kathy. 
“He's now in his first year at 
Mass College of Liberal Arts in 
North Adams.” 

Michael came back from cq)- 
lege to be present for the awatd 
ceremony Tuesday evening. 
Tom was surprised to see his 
brother and it was an emotion- 
al moment when Michael 
pinned the honors on his broth; 
er, 

“He certainly deserves it” 
said Michael. “If the award 
goes to anyone, it would have to 
go to my brother. He works 
hard for everything and I'm 
proud of him.” 

Those sentiments were shared 
by both parents. 

“I'm proud of him all over 
again,” said Kathy. 

“I'm very proud, extremely 
proud,” added Rick, “He's'a 
special kid. I'm proud of all my 
boys. Tom deserves everything 
that comes his way.” 

Also on hand for the ceremony 
were Cindy Edwards, Boy 
Scouts of America Greater 
Lowell District Advancement 
Chair; Roy Corbeil, District 
Commissioner; and Dan Bush 
District Executive. 

Michael received _thrée 
awards in total including the 
Heroism Award, awarded to 
only 92 individuals across the 
country this year; the Honor 
Medal, awarded to 41 individu- 
als nationally this year; and the 
Honor Medal with the Cross 
Palms, which is the organiza- 
tion's highest award for life 
saving. Only six individuals 
across the country were award- 


that appeared to be a grave.” 

Retired Master Sergeant Bobby 
Holloway is the only one of the 
nine air rescue pilots and crew to 
survive being shot down, 
Holloway was imprisoned for over 
a year and, as the only living sur- 
vivor, provides an eyewitness 
account of the harrowing events 
of Mission 1890. 

Before Eaton left to serve his 
country, he made plans to marry 
his sweetheart, Dorothy “Dolly” 
Sharp who was also from 
Wilmington. They went on :a 
blind date and it was love at first 
sight for both of them. Sharp 
recalls what a warm and caring 
person Ron was and how he 
always thought of other people 
before he thought of himself. 

An opportunity for two Eaton 
family members to visit the 
White House presented itself in 
April when they attended an 
event in Boston for an update ori 
the status of POW's (Prisoners of 
War) and their beloved brother; 
After the meeting, Eaton's family 
was invited to have breakfast at 
the White House with the 
President and to go to Arlington 
National Cemetery to celebrate 
Memorial Day. 

As a result, Wilmington resi- 
dent, Joyce (Eaton) Dalton and 
her sister, Verlie (Eaton) Quinan 
ventured to Washington, D.C. to 
attend Memorial Day cere- 
monies. The Eaton sisters 
returned from their trip with 
hope that the nation would 
demonstrate its solemn gratitude 
and deep respect for those coura- 
geous men and women as soon as 
possible. However, no strides 
have been made, no actions have 
been taken and they continue to 
grieve, 

There may be reasons why ‘it 
has not been possible to extricate 
the bodies of Ensign Eaton and 
Captain Lear from their graves in 
North Korea, but those reasotis 
mean little to their families who 
have not only endured the pain of 
their loss for over 55 years, but 
also have fought a seemingly 
hopeless war to bring their 
valiant heroes home. 

The Eaton's war has left them 
with open wounds that never heat 
and hearts that have been brokén 
time after time - so far, every 
time a glimmer of hope appears, 
it is snatched from their grasp: 
After more than five decades of 
disappointments, the Eatons 
wait, and they hope, and they 
pray that one day Ron will return 
to his hometown of Wilmington: 

“Why aren't’ we back in North 
Korea recovering the remains of 
our boys?” Connors asks. “Wher 
can the families of Korean War. 
KIA's gain closure?”

Struggling to get its offense 
going through the first three 
quarters, the Wilmington High 
School Football team went to 
its leaders to pave the way 
before junior Steve Stewart put 
the final stamp of approval on 
North Andover. 

Trailing 7-0 with 6:51 to go in 
the game, senior quarterback 
Kyle Moon drove the Wildcats 
down the field on two straight 
drives, connecting on 4-of-6 
passes for 80 yards including a 
TD strike to Corey Groves, That 
followed with a huge 19-yard 
QB keeper play by Moon which 
set up Stewart’s 27 yard field 
goal with 17 seconds left giving 
Wilmington a huge 10-7 come 
from behind win in one tremen- 
dously played football game 
performed by both sides in 
front of a good size and loud 
crowd Friday night at Alumni 
Stadium. 

Interestingly enough, the win 
by Wilmington coupled with the 
win by Pentucket Regional over 
Masconomet Regional two days 
later, puts four teams at one 
league loss in the Cape Ann 
League Large School Division 
with two weeks remaining on 
the season. Wilmington (3-1 in 
the CAL and 8-1 overall) will 
face Pentucket this Friday 
night at home (2-1, 6-2), while, 
North Andover still has to face 
Masconomet on Thanksgiving 
and those two games should 
determine the fate of which 
Cape Ann League will advance 
to post season (North Andover 
also has to face a 2-7 Lawrence 
team on Friday and Pentucket 
faces an 1-8 Triton team on 
Thanksgiving) 

North Andover came into 
Friday night’s game riding a 
six game winning streak, which 
included two straight tough 
games with Pentucket (21-10) 
and Newburyport (14-7).

“Any time you get into penalty 
kicks it’s a crapshoot,” Scanlon 
said. “You play a team game 
all year long and then you have 
top settle it with an individual 
play like that.

Rams set up for

The Shawsheen Tech football 


team took to the road last

Wilmington Youth Soccer scoring big

For several months during the 
fall and spring, Shawsheen 
Elementary School becomes 
the liveliest place in town on 
Saturday mornings. The plaza 
is deserted, the Dunkin Donuts 
lines are dwindled down, and 
children donned in soccer uni- 
forms make their way down to 
the Shawsheen field. 

The Wilmington Youth Soccer 
League, somewhat of a 
Wilmington tradition, has been 
encouraging and engaging kids 
in the sport of soccer for years. 
The league covers in-town soc- 
cer play, travel soccer, ‘and the 
TOPS program.

Nasiff is no stranger to 
Wilmington Youth Soccer. 

“I've been involved with the 


board for six ye said 
Nasiff. “My oldest daughter 
has been involved with the pro- 
gram for 11 years.” 

Nasiff mentions that the list 
of changes “could go on forev- 
er.” A few of the more promi- 
nent alterations inctude a train- 
ing program, a field house 
expansion, and the creation of 
merchandise. “The merchan- 
dise generators money to offset 
registration fees,” says Nasiff 
“It has driven down the cost so 
that the fees are very afford- 
able.”. The merchandise is 
great because the lower cost 
allows “as many kids as possi- 
ble to play.” 

“We created the training pro- 
gram because there was a need 
to train coaches and players,” 
said Nasiff. “We want the play- 
ers and coaches to learn more 
about the game and the skills 
of the game.” 

Under the new training pro- 
gram, coaches learn drills, 
skills, and how to run a prac- 
tice. “We also teach the kids, as 
well,” said Nasiff. “We have a 
goal of developing skilled play- 
ers.” 

There is certainly no shortage 


of players to develop. “The pro- 


gram grew from 150 players at 
one point to about 1,400 this 
year,” said Nasiff. “Soccer is a 
great sport for kids,” explains 


Nasiff. “They enjoy the cama 
raderie that comes with play 
ing on a team, as well as the 
exercise,” 

Nasiff points out that the pro: 
gram would be nothing without 
the volunteers. “The 15 board 
members dedicate over 100 
hours per year to the pro- 
gram,” said Nasiff. In addition 
to the board members, Nasilf 
says, there are ove! 0 coach: 
es to support and teach kids,” 


Nasiff says the biggest joy is 
“looking at the energy and 
effort that goes in to the pro 
gram.” 


It is quite apparent that the 
Wilmington Youth Soccer 
League is here to stay. Through 
the work of Nasiff, his fellow 
board members, and a slew of 
volunteers, the soccer program 
will continue to grow with a 
hope of immersing kids in soc: 
cer.

Chaney explained that 
between the flights and the 
talks, “...people get to experi- 
ence what it was like 60 years 
ago.” He added that the whole 
experience helps people to 
understand the war from a per- 
spective other than just a politi- 
cal standard.

“American Gangster" is a 
true guilty pleasure, a two- 
and-a-half-hour tribute that 
glorifies the drug dealer and 
killer played by Denzel 
Washington. 

It starts with the casting of 
Washington as Frank Lucas, 
the real-life drug kingpin who 
ruled Harlem in the early 
1970s, "Am Gangster" 
doesn't pot Frank as a 
bad guy really; instead he's a 
savvy entrepreneur who, 
along with reinventing the 
drug trade, gave back to his 
community and bought a fab: 


ulous house for his mother 
(Ruby Dee). 

Director Ridley Scott 
brings a brisk pace to the pic- 
ture that keeps things lively 
and lends special emphasis to 
those moments when things 
do slow down. Like when 
Frank, on the day of his men- 
tor's funeral, notices that a 
rival set down his drink on a 
nice wooden table. Frank 
very pointedly offers a coast- 
er. 

It's an act of hostility 
cloaked in civility - an act 
that only Washington, equal 
parts menacing criminal and 
disapproving high school 
principal, can pull off 


Whether via gunplay or a 


stern look, Frank maintains 
control of nearly every situa- 
tion, and Washington main- 
tains control of every scene 
he's in - even those in which 
Russell Crowe appears. 

These scenes are few, by 
the way. Crowe's character, 
New Jersey cop Richie 
Roberts (also based on a real 
guy), gets his own trajectory, 
battling crooked fellow cops 
while seeking big fish in the 
drug-trafficking trade. But

Richie angers fellow offi- 
cers when he finds a million 
dollars in a car trunk and 
actually turns the money in. 
Ostracized by the dirty cops, 
he accepts an offer to head a 
special drug task force com- 
posed of officers he gets to 
hand-pick. His investigation 
takes him into New York City, 
where he bumps heads with a 
band of very dirty cops head- 
ed by Trupo (Josh Brolin), 
the sleaziest law enforcer in 
the Tri-State area. 

Richie gets wind of a new 
brand of heroin that's cheap- 
er and purer than what the 
Mafia is peddling. That's 
because Frank went to the 
source in Southeast Asia him- 
self, thereby eliminating mid- 
dle men. 

"American Gangster" 
doesn't resolve itself in a sat- 
isfactory way. The film's final 
minutes and post-script intro- 
duce aspects of the case that 
are so interesting and sur- 
prising that you wonder why 
they weren't explored earlier 
or more fully.

Moral ambiguity permeates 
"Gone Baby Gone," Ben 
Affleck's accomplished directo- 
rial debut. It starts with a moth- 
er who doesn't seem sufficient- 
ly upset when her 4-year-old 
daughter goes missing. 

Having a child abducted is 
most parents' worst nightmare. 
But for Helene (Amy Ryan), it's 
more like a bad dream. Her 
worst nightmare would be fail- 
ing to obtain her next line of 
cocaine, 

Boston-bred Affleck takes a 
street-level approach to this 
adaptation of Dennis Lehane's 
("Mystic River") novel, set in a 
tough section of the city. The 
story starts with the missing 
girl, Amanda, and fans out to a 
neighborhood composed of 
hard-working families, crimi- 
nals and rough-around-the- 
edges folks who fall somewhere 
in between. 

Gruff and dismissive, Helene 
is a piece of work. But Ryan 
refuses to play her as a carica- 
ture or villain.

facility and exhibits are offi- 
cially open to the public.” 

The long-awaited bridge 
was the final part of the head- 
quarters complex which was 
occupied by staff in 2003. 

The exhibits in the visitor 
center, installed in early 2006, 
provide an overview of the 
refuge and the management 
activities that are conducted 
by the staff, as well as the cul- 
tural and historical use of the

Such a great 
place to raise a 
family’: Woburn 


“After 34 years of court 
work, Woburn’s James 
Dwyer, the Chief Juvenile 
Probation Officer for 
Middlesex County, has seen 
many changes with the latest 
being the rise in the number 
of females coming to the 
juvenile probation system,” 
notes the Woburn edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“Dwyer, who is also a 
Ward 4 Alderman in Woburn, 
is based in Lowell but is a 
hands-on individual who can 
be found in courts in 
Framingham, Concord, 
Woburn and others on any 
given day. 


“In a talk to the Woburn 
Rotary Club’s noontime lun- 
cheon at the Holiday Inn 
Select on Law Day, Dwyer 
said a recent phenomena is 
the equalizing of the number 
of young men and women ‘at 
about 50 percent each’ that 
his office serves. 


“The offenses cover a wide 
spectrum of misdemeanors 
and felonies but many are 
alcohol or drug related and 
many are from neglect within 
a family, he said. 

“In addition, he pointed 
out to more than 30 members 
of the business community, a 
major effort has been made 
for years to try to get the 
individuals, ages 7-17 for 
example, tied into the busi- 
hess community with close 
supervision with the local 
probation office. 


“The work experience, 
along with the ties to respon- 
sible adults, he pointed out, 
has paid dividends for society 
over these years. He rattled 
off a host of companies who 
have worked with his office 
over the years. 


“Dwyer is also convinced a 
move in 1996 to break the 
Juvenile Court off from the 
everyday activities of the dis- 
trict courts, Woburn District 
Court for example, and to iso- 
late them at key locations 
was also paying dividends. 

“Getting the younger indi- 
viduals out of the main- 
stream of criminals and 
criminal complaints and 
everyday crime problems, he 
said, has worked well in reha- 
bilitating the individual. 


“Conversely, he said, it 
does have some drawbacks as 
teachers or administrators, 
along with families, must now 
go to Lowell Juvenile Court in 
this area. He said, in retro-

“Bernard Singer, the for- 
mer owner of the John Hiram 
Perkins House, 276 Chestnut

similar to the one that was part 
of the tour. Lt. Watts went down 
with his plane during a bomb- 
ing mission over Italy. 

“To see aircraft like that still 
flying, that people can look into 
and crawl through to get an 
idea what it was like for 10 peo- 
ple to go through makes it 
real,” Watts said 

According to his description, 
the plane is a long tube and is 
very windy because of the open 
ports for the machine guns. 
Watts noted that in flight it 
could get as cold as 50 degrees 
below zero because the plane 
was so open and not pressurized 
like today’s aircraft. 

Watts wi able to expe- 
rience what his uncle had to go 
through during a battle. He 
noted that the bombardier liter-

ally had to crawl down a nar- 
row tunnel to get into position 
before the plane took off and 
then had to stay there for the 
duration of the flight. 

The Foundation has added a 
new program to their mission 
this year.

“Being 
in the middle of it was an 
incredible rush.” 

He described the scene as 
very realistic, especially when 
a German fighter plane strafed 
the ground around where Watts 
was standing. In the meantime, 
McDermott was standing amid 
the German troops, who were 
eventually overcome by the 
allies. 

Chaney said, “We are the 
first in the area to do such a 
thing.”

Chaney estimated that over 
2,000 people attended each day 
of the reenactment. 

The Foundation has three 
campuses; the other two are in 
Houston, Texas and New 
Smyrna Beach, Florida, hous- 
ing 22 aircraft, 19 of which are 
in operating — condition. 
According to Chaney, the air- 
craft range from the early 
1900's to the Vietnam era. 

In Stow the early aircraft 
include a 1909 Bleriot Type XI 
(operational), a 1911 Wright Vin 
Fiz replica (non-operational) 
and a 1917 Fokker DR-1 
Triplane replica (operational) 
The New Smyrna Beach facility 
houses, among others, the 
North American B-25J Mitchell 
(“Tondelayo”), the Boeing B- 
17G Flying Fortress (“Nine-O- 
Nine”) and three Consolidated 
B-24J Liberators (“The Dragon 
and His Tail,” All American,” 
and “Witchcraft” ). 

The Houston Campus at 
Ellington Field houses, aircraft 
from the Korean and Vietnam 
War eras. These include a 
restoration of the Lockheed T- 
33 Shooting Star, a Bell UH-IE 
Huey, a McDonnell TA-4J 
Skyhawk, and a McDonnell 
Douglas F-4D Phantom. 

“We want to give people a 
really rare chance to experi- 
ence history,” Chaney said. 

He added, “It is really 
important to us that the air- 
planes be operational. Seeing a 
plane static is impressive. 
Seeing it operational gives it a 
whole lot more feeling. Sort of 
like being in a time machine.” 

According to information on 
the Foundations website 
(www.collingsfoundation.org ) 
Foundation is a non-profit, 
Educational Foundation 
(501¢3), founded in 1979. The 
purpose of the Foundation is to 
organize and support "living 
history" events that enable 
Americans to learn more about 
their heritage through direct 
participation. The original 
focus of the Foundation was 
transportation-related events 
such as antique car rallies, hill 
climbs, carriage and sleigh 
rides, along with a winter ice- 
cutting festival in the Stow 
area. During the mid-eighties, 
these activities were broadened 
to include aviation-related 
events such as air shows, barn- 
storming, historical reunions, 
and joint museum displays on a 
nationwide level.

Vietnam Veterans, the Collings 
Foundation has developed the

“Vietnam Memorial Flight” of 
the McDonnell F4D Phantom 
II, Douglas TA-4J Skyhawk, and 
the Bell UH-1E Huey. The F4D 
Phantom II is the only civilian 
operated example of the type 
and has appeared at major US 
air shows since 1999 in the 
markings of the aircraft flown 
by Brig. Gen. Steve Ritchie, the 
only USAF ace of the Vietnam 
War. 

In 2005 the F4 was joined by 
the Douglas TA-4J Skyhawk 
which has been painted to rep- 
resent the markings of H&MS- 
ll “The Playboys”, a distin- 
guished all-volunteer fast for- 
ward air control group operat- 
ed out of Da Nang by USMC 
MAG-11. The UH-1E Huey, one 
of the most recognizable sym- 
bols of the Vietnam War, oper- 
ates in the markings it carried 
while flown in combat by 
Captain Steven Pless, CMDH, 
with USMC VMO-6. This com- 
bat distinction is rare as many 
Hueys never returned from the 
war, much less surviving in the 
years since, 

The Stow facilities include 
an aviation museum and a vin- 
tage automobile and racecar 
collection, which are open for 
groups throughout the year. On 
average, twenty-five events are 
hosted annually, many of them 
fundraising events for non-prof- 
it groups. 

The vintage car collection 
includes over sixty-six 
American-built automobiles 
and vehicles from the first half 
of the century. Included in the 
collection are midget, sprint 
and "Indy" racecars, Fred 
Duesenberg’s personal 
Duesenberg SJ  Dual-Cowl 
Phaeton, along with a 1940 
Cadillac V-16 owned by Al 
Capone. 

The Foundation depends 
solely upon private funding~ 
receiving donations from indi- 
vidual members, as well as the 
people who visit the aircraft in 
each city and town. In addi- 
tion, the Foundation receives 
on-going corporate support 
from: Bose Corporation, 
Champion Spark Plug, 
Goodyear, Martin-Baker, 
Pacific Oil Cooler, Texstars, 
Gentex, and Houston Aircraft 
Instruments.

The three banks of multipaned 
windows that sparkle across the 
Vicksburg's front facade run a 
lively counterpoint to the stately 
brick veneer. Sidelights and a 
high arched transom frame the 
door and brighten the entry. 

This neoclassical home is an 
update of a traditional, ranch- 
style plan. Living spaces are all 
on one level, with the exception 
of a long bonus room that ex- 
tends over the garage. Formal 
rooms are at the front, a large 
informal gathering space is at 
the rear, and bedrooms are on 
the right. 

Passing under the arched brick 
opening, you step into the natu- 
rally illuminated, high-ceilinged 
entry. Wide openings on the 
right and left lead into the living 
room and dining room, respec- 
tively. A built-in hutch/buffet in 
the dining room cuts diagonally 
across one corner. 

Both dining and living rooms 
also have wide openings that 
link them to a transecting hall- 
way. One end of the passage 
leads to the bedrooms, while the 
opposite end offers access to the 
garage. A computer alcove is on 
the left of the short passageway 
to the kitchen, and a powder 
room is to the right. 

The long kitchen boasts a gen- 
erously sized work island 
rimmed by an eating bar. This 
whole space is wide open to the 
vaulted and skylit family room, 
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as well as a sunny nook, win- 
dowed on three sides. Sliding 
glass doors there open onto a 
partially covered patio. Flames 
in the family room's gas fire- 
place provide warmth and color 
on dark days and nights. 

A skylight brightens 
the owners' bathroom, which 
also boasts a spa tub, roomy 
shower, dual vanity, and private 
toilet. Natural light washes 
down into the Vicksburg's third 
bathroom through yet another 
large skylight.

What Are the Risk Factors for 
Breast Cancer? 

Unfortunately, this is not a 
black and white answer, as 
many factors can influence the 
likelihood of getting breast can- 
cer. One of the more well-estab- 
lished risk factors for breast 
cancer is age. The rate of breast 
cancer in women under the age 
of 40 is low, while it begins to in: 
crease in women older than 40 
and is at its highest in women 
over 70, According to the Amer- 
ican Cane jociety (ACS), 95 
percent of women diagnosed 
with breast cancer each year 
are over the age of 40. 

Another common risk factor 
for breast cancer is family his- 
tory. A woman with an immedi.

greater chance of developing the 
disease herself than a woman 
with no such family history. 
That chance is 4 times as great 
for women who have more than 
one immediate family member 
with breast cancer. 

Elevated estrogen levels in 
postmenopausal women also in- 
crease the risk for breast can- 
cer. Women with higher levels of 
estradiol, a type of estrogen, 
had twice the risk of breast can- 
cer than women with normal 
levels of estradiol in their blood- 
stream. Fortunately, this risk 
factor can be mitigated by the 
choices an individual makes 
That's because estrogen levels 
can be lowered by daily exercise, 
a healthy diet, limiting alcohol 
intake and maintaining a 
healthy weight 


Can Men Get Breast Cancer? 
Although it is r: men can 
get breast cancer. While fewer 
than 1 out of every 100 cases of 
breast cancer occurs in men, 
stimated that in 2007 
es of breast cancer na 
tionwide have occured in men.

Are There Different Types of 
Breast Cancer? 


There are different types and 
stages of breast cancer 

* Ductal Carcinoma In Situ 
(DCIS): DCIS is characterized 
by abnormal cells in the milk 


ducts of the breast. These ab- 
normal cells do not leave their 
original location and invade sur- 
rounding breast tissue, hence 
the name "in situ" (in place). 
DCIS is not actually cancer, but 
rather a precancerous condition 
with a strong likelihood of even- 
tually turning into cancer. In 
fact, a 2004 study estimated that 
20 to 30 percent of women with 
untreated, low grade DCIS go on 
to develop invasive cancer, 

- Lobular Carcinoma In Situ 
(LEIS): LCIS occurs when ab- 
normal cells form in the lobules 
of the breast. Because these ab- 
normal cells are not malignant 
and typically do not turn into 
cancer, LCIS can usually be 
treated without surgery. LCIS 
does, however, significantly in- 
crease a woman's risk of devel- 
oping breast cancer in either 
breast. Women who have been 
diagnosed with LCIS should 
schedule a mammogram every 
six to 12 months. 


- Early Breast Cancer (stage | 
or II); Though the tumors that 
have formed in early breast can- 
cer are invasive and have 
spread to surrounding tissue, 
they are entirely treatable, as 
the amount of cancer that has 
spread is typically very small 
Close to 90 percent of women 
with stage I disease survive five 
years beyond their diagnosis, 
while roughly 80 percent of 
those with stage II survive five 
years
